“It ig somewhat difficult to deal with 
this per on account of its general 
and non-specific character, and sweep- 
ing, though unsupported assertion of 
opinion by the applicant and by his 
counsel that, in their judgment, the ad- 
verse finding of the court is not justi- 
fied by the evidence. The paper might 
be dismissed as simply a not-unex- 
pected expression of dissatisfaction 
with an adverse judgment, but for the 
fact that it contains a number of mis- 
statements and particularly has woven 
throughout the entire structure an ‘in- 
accurate and misleading’ use of the 
words, ‘majority of the court.’ 

“The findings of fact and the opin- 
fon of the court of inquiry in the case 
of Admiral Schley on the more impor- 
tant and material points before it were 
not redched by a majority of the mem- 
bers only, but by the entire court. 
The points of the precept upon which 
ali the members of the court unite ap- 
pear to be incontrovertibly established 
by the evidence; it is not understood 
how any other conclusions could have 
been reached upon them; and they 
constitute the essential features of the 
entire matter under inquiry.” 

CLAIM COURT WAS UNITED. 

Capt. Lemly and Hanna review at 
length the conclusions of the court as 
to the first ten charges of the precept, 
justifying the findings and declaring 
that in the face of the facts the court 
could not have found otherwise.

SAMPSON’S OBJECTIONS. 
WMLED WITH THE SECRETARY. - 
‘(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

WABHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The objec- 
tion of Rear-Admiral W. T. Sampson 
to that portion of Admiral’s Dewey's 
report of the Schley court of inquiry 
in which he says Rear-Admiral Schley 
was in command at the battle of Santi- 
ago and entitled to the credit for the 
victory, was filed with Secretary Long 
today. The document was brought to 
the Navy Department by E. 8. Theall 
of counsel for Sampson, who handed it 
to the Secretary. It is as follows: 

No. 30 Broad street; New York, 
Dec, 19, 1901. 

Sir: <As counsel fo- Rear-Admiral 
Sampson, we have the honor to request 
that the department, for the reasons 
below stated, strike out or officially dis- 
approve that portion of Admiral 
Dewey's opinion filed in connection 
with the proceedings of the &chiey 


view that Schley was in 
absolute command at the naval battle 
of Santiago. 

I. Commodore Schley was not in 
command at that battle. 

Il. The President of the United 
States and the Navy Department had 
decided that Admiral Sampson was in 
co nd at that battle, and Com- 
m re Schley second in command. 

“The question asto the command 
at Santiago was not referred to the 
court for consideration, and the evi- 
dence bearing on the point was ex- 
cluded. 

(L.) Commodore Schley was-not in 
command at that battle. (a) The dis- 
position of the forces at the beginning 
-of the battle, according to Commodore 
Schiey’s own statement, places Ad- 
miral Sampson in command. The 
Brooklyn and the Vixen were the 
westernmost ships of the fleet; the In- 
diana and the Gloucester were the 
easternmost. The New York was nearer 
both of the latter than was the Brook- 
lyn, and notably at the time when the 
Indiana was heavily engaged at the be- 
ginning of the action, and when the 
Gloucester was engaged with the Fu- 
ror and Pluton. Commodore Schley 
says: “The Indiana and Gloucester 
were closer to your flagship’ than to 
the Brooklyn. We have, then, the case 
of a fleet in regular formation, with 
the commander-in-chief within signal 
distance, and closer to a large number 
of ships than is the second in com- 
mand. It is true that the commander- 
in-chief could not have reached the 
most distent vessel by signals, except 
by causing them to be repeated by an 
intermediate vessel—an entirely use- 
less course—but it is also true that the 
second in command could not have 
reached the remote vessels of the fleet 
(namely, the Indiana and the Glouces- 
ter) without likewise repeating sig- 
nals. In this state of affairs, the regu- 
lations of the navy and the customs of 
the sea place the absolute command 
and the full responsibility in the senior 
officer. (b) The Brooklyn’s maneuver 
during the action destroys any claim 
that Commodore Schley might have 
had to the command. The facts as to 
the “loop” are found by the court. The- 
finding and opinion show that, to avoid 
danger to his own ship, he maneuvered 
without warning to the rest of the 
squadron, and in disregard of the fleet 
formation.

COFFEY NOW DENIES tr 
RETRACTS HIS FORMER STORY. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec, 20.—The Bul- 

letin prints the following: 
. “Engineer John W. Coffey says that 
he did not forget his orders. When seen 
at his residence, No. 2820 Sixteenth 
street, this morning, he repudiated the 
interviews published in the morning 
press, in which he is reported as hav- 
ing owned up to overlooking his or- 
ders. He went over the details of the 
run from San Ardo station to the Up- 
lands switch, and the measures he 
took to lessen the effects of the col- 
iision, when he found that a mistake 
had been made, with great care, and in 
order that there might be no misun- 
derstanding, dictated the more essen- 
tial parts of the story and had the re- 
porter take it down verbatim. 

“When he recovers from the aches 
and bruises that now rack him, Cof- 
fey said that he would emphasize his 
words with a signed statement for 
publication. He was suffering a great 
deal of mental torture, as well as phys- 
ical pain, and had spent ‘a sieepiess 
night. 

“He was aggravated at the state- 
ments given out by Fireman Damer- 
on, whom he actused of seeking self- 
giorification at his expense, He did not 
hesitate to say that Dameron had mis- 
represented the facts, if the interviews 
published with him were correct.

“*The real cause of the accident was 
that I did not see the whistling post. 
I was engaged when we went by it. 
It is a long, open stretch of country 
there, with no landmarks to indicate 
the position except that whistHng post, 
and, as I say, we went by it without 
my seeing it. 

“‘In an instant I realized where we 
were. We had gon® beyond the syitch. 
I put on the air brakes in a flash, and 
at the same time closed the throttle. I 
had just done so when I received two 
short whisties from the conductor, the 
signal to do exactly what I had just 
done myself. 

“*T had done everything I could to 
bring the train to a standstill, so I 
jumped out on the side steps of the en- 
gine, as she sped around the curve,

“Here Coffey again reverted to Dam- 
eron, whose exploitation of his own 
acts seemed especially to rankle him. 
He said that the fireman’s statement 
that the conductor had not given the 
signal to stop is mot true. He heard 
the two short signals. but had already 
taken every precaution in his power. 
Coffey claims that he was in possession 
of all his faculties as soon as he real- 
ized that he had gone beyond the 
switch. Reverting to the run 
Ardo he said: 4 

“*We left that station at five minutes 
to 1 o'clock, and the trains came to- 

ther at five minutes after 1 o'clock. 

he distance is not quite five miles. 
That will show that they were not run- 
ning over thirty miles an hour, and I 
had slowed down to twenty miles jyst 
before the collision. It was a very cold 
night. and naturally a man could not 
keep his head out of the cab window all 
the time on the lookout, but the fire- 
man knows that I had not forgotten 
my orders, but was trying to locate our 
pokition, for I compared time with him 
only four minutes before the trains 
came together. I always make it a 
point to have exactly the same time as 
the fireman. As I have said, when we 
compared timepieces, we were about 
half way to the switch. 

“"T have been with the Southern Pa- 
cific Company for a long time, and thin 
is the first accident that has ever hap- 
pened to me. As the officials said yes- 
tercay. I was regarded as one of their 
most reliable men.’ 

“During his interview, toftey con- 
tinually referred to the fact that he 
war sisting some one when he iled 
by the whistling post. At first he did 
not care to explain this statement, “ut 
fnelly said, after some questioning, 
that it was the injector that was occu- 
pying his attention. The engine, he ex- 
plained, did not regularly belong to 
this division. It was an old engine, but 
had been running on the Tucson di- 
vision, and had only arrived at 
Luis Obispo last week. This was e 
first time he had it, but his fir . 
Danteron, was also 4 newcomer from 
Arizona, he said, and had only been on 
this run a week. 

“As soon as Coffey took the engine 
out of ‘San Luis Obispo the injector 
began to make trouble. It was not of 
the standard pattern used on this di- 
vision, and he did not thoroughly un- 
derstand it. It was undoubtedly while 
engaged in getting this piece of the 
mechanism in g working order that 
the engine flew past the whistling post 
without either the engineer or fireman 
noticeing it. 

“While Coffey is suffering a great 
deal of pain, he said that he did not 
care about himeelf, but it was the 
thought of the suffering of the others 
that hurt him. He was of the opinion 
that there were at least three or four 
tramps stealing a ride on the train. 
The crew, he said, had been ving 
trouble with them all night.” ~

Gardner for Third Time 
Victor Over Carter. 


Knocked Out Brooklyn 
Boy in the Eighth. 


Lipton not Yet Satisfied —Na- 
tional League Scrap— 
Oakland Races.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20. 
Gardner of Lowell, Mass., and “Kid” 
Carter of Brooklyn, N. Y., met tonight 
at Mechanics’ Pavilion under the 
auspices of the San Francisco Ath- 
letic Club in what was anounced as a 
contest for the middleweight cham- 
pionship of the world. Gardner clearly 
established his right to the title by 
knocking out Carter in the eighth 
round. 

The men had met twice before under 
similar conditions, and on each oc- 
easion the Lowell lad was returned 
winner. Tonight's result clearly ac- 
centuated the fact that Gardner's fistic 
Superiority over Carter is complete, 
and as the latter recently knocked out 
Joe Walcott, the victory is significant. 

Tonight's contest was one of the 
fiercest ever witnessed in this city. 
Gardner was the aggressor from the 
start. He went at his opponent in a 
Systematic manner, and before the, 
fourth round had concluded he had 
cut the Brooklyn boy’s face into rib- 
bons. In the fifth, sixth and seventh 
rounds he landed frequently with right 
and left uppercuts to tne jaw, and fn 
the latter two rounds the gong saved | 
Carter on each occasion. . 

In the eighth, Gardner rained blow 
after blow on his practically beaten 
opponent's face, the latter finally going 
to the floor and remaining there until 
ten seconds had been counted by 
Referee Jim McDonald. Carter's abil- 
ity to stand punishment was a revela- 
tion, and stood him well in hand. No 
other man could have iasted five 
rounds under the terrible punishment 
which Gardner inflicted. Both victor 
and vanquished were tremendously 
cheered as they left the ring.

Yukon. What has stirred the ire of 
the people of the town at the head 
of Lynn Canal, is the generally-a:- 
cepted belief that the Canadian gov- 
ernment will never grant a railway 
charter to another road which runs 
through American territory for a por- 
tion of its length. 

Following out this train of thought

GOV. TAFT POINTS OUT PROGRESS 
THAT IS MAKING. 
Over Two Thousand Members of Fed- 
eral Party Call Upon Him—Misguided 
Insurgents Furnish the Only Obstacle 
to Liberal Legislation by Congress. 


‘BY THE NEW ASSOCTATED 

MANILA, Dec. 20.—{Ky .Manila Ca- 
ble.] Over four thousand members of 
the Federal party called on Gov. Taft

NOTORIOUS ADVENTURESS GETS 
SEVEN YEARS IN PRISON. 


The Male Head of the “Theocratic 
Unity” Given Fifteen Years—Severity 
of Punishment Astounds Prisoners, but 
They Maintain Their Composure.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.}] . Theodore and Laura Jackson, 
the latter best known in the United 
States by the name of Ann O’ Della Diss 
de Bar, were found guilty today by a 
jury in the Old Bailey on charges of 
immoral practices and fraud. The 
judge imposed sentences of fifteen and 
seven years’ penal servitude upon Jack- 
son and his reputed wife, respectively. 
The prisoners listened to the passage of 
sentence in evident astonishment, but 
maintained silence. As the judge fin- 
ished Jackson turned from the prison- 
er’s dock, and walked down the steps. 

“Swamie,”’ as the woman headof the 
so-called Theocratic Unity has latterly 
calied herself, smiled, bowed to the 
judge and court, and followed her male 
companion to where officers were wait- 
ing to take them to prison. 

The female prisoner, as usual, fur- 
nished the dramatic features of the ex- 
amination of the witnesses, cross-exam- 
ining them in modulated tones, and al- 
ternately whining or threatening. When 
the case for the prosecution was closed 
the defendants announced that they 
would not call any witnesses, but would 
testify in their own behalf. 

Jackson was then sworn, and com- 
menced an address, very much in the 
nature of a lecture, in the course o 
which he claimed to be a man bound 
to single life by a religious vow, and 
emphatically denied the testimony fur- 
nished as to his living with Daisy 
Adams, whose story, he said, was a tis- 
use of falsehood. He described the fe- 
male prisoner as a medium through 
whom, he (Jackson) had ‘“communi- 
cated with his spirit wife." 

Jackson, in his address, referred to 
his estate of 7230 acres of land in Flor- 
ida, and dwelt at great length on the 
principles of theocratic unity.

Water Board Ordinance 
not Yet Ready. 


Committee Strikes a 
Snag or Two. 


Important Discovery in City 
Charter— Disagreement on 
Civil Service. 


The proposed ordinance for the crea- 
tion of a Board of City Water Com- 
missioners will not be ready for pres- 
entation to the City Council next Mon- 
day. At least one more week will be 
required to work out the details of the 
instrument to the ‘satisfaction of the 


joint committee of the Council and the 


Chamber of Commerce. 

The committee held a meeting at the 
City Hall last evening to consider a 
draft of an ordinance prepared by the 
chairman, Henry O'Melveny, Esq. 
There were present as representatives 
of the Chamber of Commerce Messrs, 
O'Melveny, H. 8. McKee and M. J. 
Newmark, and Councilmen Powers, 
Bowen, Allen, Pierce and Lauder, the 
last-named Solon, however, as on for- 
mer occasions, taking very little part in 
the proceedings. 

Todd of “de Ate,” who has lately | 
shown such great concern lest the 
rights of the people be trampled under 
foot, was not there, although he had 
received a very pressing invitation from 
his fellow-Councilmen to attend and 
help to solve the momentous questions 
At issue. However, the evening was 
Rot very cool, and the steam-heating 
apparatus of the City Hall was per- 
forming its function, so the hot air of 
the statesman from “de Ate’’ was not 
really necessary to lend warmth to the 
gathering. 

The ordinance prepared by O'Mel- 
veny was read and discussed in its 
various phases. Its provisions in the 
main were satisfactory to all of the 


‘members of the committee present, but 


there were a few points over which a 
divergence of opinion was manifested, 
and it was impessible for an agree- 
ment to be reached concerning them 
without protracting the session beyond 
midnight. An adjournment was, there- 
fore, taken in order to give O'Melveny 
time to so modify his draft of the ordi- 
nance so as to meet, if possible, the 
views of the entire committee. It will 
take several days, at least, to patch the 
matter up, and it will, therefore, be 
impossible to have the ordinance ready 
for presentation at the next regular 
meeting of the Council. 
IMPORTANT DISCOVERY. 

A sur))rise was in store for the mem- 
bers of tle committee at the very out- 
set of iast night's proceedings. It 
came when O'Melveny announced that 
he had discovered, upon a careful per- 
usal of the city charter, that no water 
commissioners could be elected for a 
term exceeding two years, nor could 
they assume office before the Ist of 
January next succeeding the date of 
their election. This rule applies to all 
elective officers of the city government, 
and, therefore, makes impossible a 
water board to consist of seven mem- 
bers, two of whom shall retire in two 
years, two in four years and three in 
six years, an election to fill vacancies 
to be held every two years, and the 
new members thus chosen to serve for 
a term of six years. 

This was the plan agreed upon by the 
committee at a former meeting, and 
it was so provided in the ordinance 
which O'Melveny had prepared. The 
discovery that the charter would not 
permit of such an arrangement made it 
necessary to change the draft of the 
ordinance go as to provide for the elec- 
tion of the entire commission for a 
term of two years only, thus making 
the scheme of rotation in office impos- 
| sible without first amending the char- 
er. 

FIVE OR SEVEN? 

As the main consideration in provid- 
ing for a commission of seven mem- 
bers was to make rotation in office 
practicable, Bowen thought that the 
elimination of this feature might make 
a commission of five members suffi- 
cient. Several of the other Councilmen 
were of the same opinion, but the 
Chamber of Commerce representatives 
took the ground that the larger num- 
ber provided a better safeguard against 
converting the board into a political 
machine, and that the work could be 
better apportioned among committees, 
thus assuring that it would be better 
done. No final agreement was reached 
as to whether the number shall be five 
or seven, but the preponderance of sen- 
timent was in favor of the latter 
number. 

Leaving the question of number 
for the time being, it was agreed th t 
the first election for commissioners 
should be held On the first Monday of 
December, 1902, the date of the next 
regular municipal election, a temporary 
commission appointed by the City 
Council from names suggested by the 
Chamber of Commerce, to take charge 
of and administer the city’s domestic 
water system in the meantime. 

ABSURD OUTCRY. 

In this connection it was pointed 
out that even if a special election were 
held for the selection of commission- 
ers, they could not assume the duties 
of the office before January, 1903, and 
that the water system would be left on 
the hands of the Council in the mean- 
time, a responsibility which the Coun- 
cilmen themselves have declared they 
are unwilling to assume. The fact was 
emphasized during the discussion that 
the hue and cry which has been raised 
in certain quarters for a special elec- 
tion is absurd under the circumstances 
— net worthy of serious considera- 

on. 

The ordinance as thus far agreed 
upon provides that a citizen in order to 
become a water commissioner must 
have been an elector of the city for at 
least five years. A commissioner shall 
serve without a salary, but shall re- 
ceive a per diem of $10 for each regu 4 
meeting of the board which he atten 
The board shall hold not more cham 
four nor less than two regular meet- 
ings in one month. The board shall 
elect one of its own members as pres- 


ident and shall appoint a_ secretary 


from among the clerical force of the 
department, who shall serve without 
extra compensation, 

HIRING OF EMPLOYES. 

The board shall appoint a superin- 
tendent of waterworks who shall be 
a competent hydraulic engineer of at 
least five years’ experience. He shall 
be paid a salary of $5000 a year and 
devote his entire time to the service 
of the city. The superintendent's 
tenure of office shall be at the pleas- 
ure of the ‘board.

ANAL BILL PROSPECTS. | 

The present indications are that 
the Hepburn bill, providing for the 
construction of the Nicaragua Canal, 
will pass the House of Representa- 
tives before the end of the month of 
January, and probably by the middle 
of that month. The action of the 
House on fhursday, in acceding to Mr. 
Hepburn’s request that the bill be 
made the special order of business on 
and after January 7, is an unmistak- 
able indication of the feeling of the 
House of Representatives on the ques- 
tion. Not a voice was heard in ob- 
jection to Mr. Hepburn’s motion. 
Hence the canal bill will be taken up 
on the date named, and will he de- 
bated each day until it has been dis- 
posed of. There is not the slightest 
doubt as to which way the House will 
vote on the measure. That it will be 
passed by an overwhelming majority 
is a foregone conclusion. 

The probabilities are, in view of. the 
large majority in favor of the bill, that 
debate will be comparatively brief. As 
nearly every member of Congress is 
convinced that the bill ought to pass, 
there is little apparent reason for 
wasting valuable time in trying to 
make more converts. While oppor- 
tunity should be given for the dis- 
cussion of really important questions 
in connection with the great undertak- 
ing, the House will not be disposed to 
exercise much forbearance toward 
those who wish to exploit merely 
personal views, or to indulge in 
flights of oratory for the mere purpose 
of having it “go thundering down the 
ages.” . 

It is a matter for sincere congratu- 
lation that the prospects are so good 
for the enactment of canal legislation 
at the present session of Congress. 
There is hardly a doubt as to the 
passage of the bill by the Senate at 
an early day. The prompt ratification 
of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty, by an 
elmost unanimous vote, showed un- 
mistakably how that body stands on 
the question. Fortunately, indeed, 
for the Nicaragua Canal and for the 
country, this measure is not before 
Congress as a partisan issue. Both 
the great political parties are fully 
committed in favor of the construction 
of the canal. There is no doubt, 
whatever, that the people are almost 
a unit in favor of the work. There is 
no politics in the question, and 
no room for politics. It is a business 
matter, and an economic questionw of 
the first importance. The indicagions 
ere that it will soon be settled, and 
settled in the right way.

not have agreed upon a single, unan- 
imous report that would have satisfied 
every one; but that being impossible, it 
ic of more value to the ‘“‘American Peo- 
ple’ to know the findings upon which 
the court is unanimous and the points 
on which Admiral Dewey differs from 
his colleagues, than to be treated to 
either abuse or laudation of the judges. 
Your slashing editorial in The Sunday 
Times may be effective in keeping strife 
alive, but will not be much help to the 
people in forming a correct judgment 
in the cage. The court of inquiry was 
not appointed to judge any one, but 
to ascertain certain facts which Ad- 
miral Schley desired should be made 
clear. These facts are presented to us 
in two reports, one official, signed by 
Admiral fey as president, and an- 
other by Admiral Dewey as a minor- 
ity of the court. 

While making no claim to editorial 
omniscience, I believe a fair analysis 
of the two reports will show no sub- 
stantial difference—certainly no conflict 
as to facts. 

Dewey, in his minority report, is “of 

inion” that the passage from Key 
fuegos was made with all 
. “Commodore Schley 
the importance of ar- 
riving off Cienfuegos with as much 
coal as in his bunkers.”’ Dewey 
does not say whether Schley’s “point 
of view" was correct or not, so there 
is not necessarily any conflict between 
this and the finding of the court, which 
Dewey signed as president, that “the 
passage was not made with utmost dis- 

tch.” Dewey might have signed both 
n good conscience. 

Dewey says the blockades of Cien- 
fuegos and Santiago were “effective.” 
The official report finds simply that 
Schiey “did not block the port of Cien- 
fuegos as close as possible.” 

Here is no radical difference of opin- 
fon. Dewey says the passage from 
Cienfuegos to Santiago was made with 
as much dispatch as possible “while 
keeping the squadron a unit.” 

As a sacrifice of the unity of the 
squadron would not have diminished 
its safety or fighting strength a par- 
ticle, and Dewey neither approves nor 
condemns, there is nething here to 
show disagreement with the official re- 
port which finds that the pa “was 
not made with utmost dispatch.’ 

Dewey further finds that Schley was 
senior officer of our squadron off San- 
tiago when the Spanish squadron at- 
tempted to escape—which no one de- 
nies—that he was in absolute command 
in the battle of July 3 (a matter which, 
by the way, was never before the court,) 
and entitled to the credit due him as 
such commanding officer. This fact is 
not mentioned in the official findings, 
and was never brought before the 
court, but it appears self-evident that 
Schley and every one there—or else- 
where—is entitled to all the credit due 
him. 

As these are all the points touched on 
by Dewey in his supplemental report, 
it must be assumed that he agreed to 
the remaining findings in the official re- 
port which he signed as president. 

These findings are as follows: 

First—Schley made no effort to dis- 
cover whether the Spanish squadron 
was in Cienfuegos or not, prior to May 


4. 

Second—Schiey made no effort to as- 
certain if the Spanish squadron was in 
the harbor of Santiago. 

Third—Schiey left the harbor of San- 
tiago entirely unguarded from 6 p.m. 

5 p.m. May 27, and from 
to about 6 p.m. May 2 
guarded only by a scout. 

Fourth—Schley made no attempt to , 
destroy the Spanish steamer Colon, as 
ordered by the department. 

Fifth—Schiey’s flagship was turned 
toward the Texas, to avoid the enemy, 
compelling her to stop and back, to 
prevent possible collision. 

Sixth—Schiey’s conduct prior to June 
1 was characterized by vacillation, 
dilatorizess and lack of enterprise. 

Seventh—Schiey did injustice to 
Lieutenant-Commander Hodgson. 

EFiehth—Schiey's official reports re- 
garding coal supply and coaling facil- 
ities were inaccurate and misleading. 

Ninth—Schiey’s conduct during the 
battle of July 3 was self-possessed and 
he encouraged, in his own person, his 
subordinate officers and men to fight 
courageously. 

These are the unanimous findings of 
the court, whether justified by the 
evidence or not.

Return of C. F. Lummis 
from Washington. 


Inspector McLaughlin Here in 
Conference With the 


Two Bishops. 
Charies F: Lummis returned to this 
city Thursday night from his trip to 


Washington, whither he was called by 
special invitation of the President to 
express his views upon western sub- 
jects, which are now brought promi- 
nently before the government. He 
lunched twice with the President and 
was in close consultation with the Chief 
Executive, with Secretary of the In- 
terior Hitchcock and with Indian Com- 
missioner Jones on the two most knotty 
questions of the West, irrigation and 
the Indian policy. 

He states that in Chicago he had a 
satisfactory conference with George H. 
Maxwell, executive chairman of the 
National Irrigation Association, and 
believes that the ultimate accomplish- 
ment of a much-needed scheme of na- 
tional irrigation for the arid territory of 
the West is assured. 

“I talked with the President on the 
first matters of importance concerning 
the West,” said Mr. Lummis in an in- 
terview yesterday, “and presented my 
views on the irrigation question. The 
President stated that he heartily ap- 
proved of my recon ions, and 
would take steps to further the policy 
as outlined. The exact course which 
I advocated I would not care to state 
until the matter has taken more defi- 
nite shape in Washington. 

“I outlined to the President the gen- 
eral Indian policy in which I believe. 
He approved of it and said he would do 
everything possible to help in the work 
along the lines proposed. of 
the Interior Hitchcock and Indian Com- 
missioner Jones approved of the policy 
which I submitted, and have taken it 
up in earnest. I am taking steps, to- 
gether with Indian workers here, to 
form an organization that will eventu- 
ally become national in its scope, an 
organization intended to help make bet- 
ter Indians and to aid the Department 
of the Interior and the Indian Bureau 
in carrying out a wiser and juster pol- 
icy. Our work will begin here in the 
loca] field among the Mission Indians, 
and will gradually expand over the 
general field. Some of the officials of 
the p league who have already 
placed their names upon the roll] are C. 
Hart Merriman, head of the govern- 
ment biological survey; Maj. J. E. 
Powell of the Bureau of Ethnology: 
Dr. David Starr Jordan of Stanford 
University, Senator Bard, Miss Estelle 
Reel, head of the Indian schools, and 
Hodge of the Smithsonian Insti- 
ution. | 

“The case of the Warner Ranch In-

INSPECTOR RETURNS. 
Indian Inspector James McLaughlin 


| returned to the Nadeau Thursday night 


from a three weeks’ tour through the 
Indian reservations of Southern Cali- 
fornia, where he has been on an offi- 
cial inspection of the condition of the 
Mission Indians. He has made ex- 
tensive field notes during the trip and 
will soon report to the Indian Depart- 
ment in Washington. 

Inspector McLaughlin does not be- 
Heve that the government should buy 
one e tract of land and concen- 
trate all the tribesmen upon it, but 
urges that the different clans should be 
located on small, arate allotmente. 

Mission Indians have become 
broken up into small settlements,” 
said he, “and are not all in — 
harmony with each other. I leve 
their interests would be best served 
by loca them on separate tracts, 
following, as closely as practicable, 
their present plan of cettlement. 

“The Indians of the Warner tract 
are very appealing in their love for 
that particular place, however. While 
there I held a grand conference with 
all the tribesmen, and talked earnestly 
with their captain. They had heard 
rumors of their threatened eviction, 
they suid, but h never before be- 
lieved it as really true. Now that they 
heard it from an officer of the great 
government at Washington, the cap- 
tain said, they realize their helpless 
condition, and know not where they 
could turn. I named over the different 
tracts of land which I thought might 
be available for them, and asked the 
captain which, if it came to the worst, 
would be their choice for a‘new home. 

“*We have no other second choice,’ 
"We love it here; here our 


home. We want to stay here.” He 
urged me to make a s plea for 
soe at Washington, which 
to do. 

“However, the icable 
course must be followed. is no 


doubt that something must be done, 
not only for the le of this partic- 
ular tract, but for all the rest. They 
are all threatened with the same dan- 
ger, which will overtake them sooner 
or later.

ISS VICKERS’S FATAL 
ALCOHOL BATH. 


hile | FEARFUL FATE OF LOS ANGELES 

GIRL IN PENNSYLVANIA. 
She Was a Student at Bryn Mawr 
College—Telegraph Says She Had a 
Gloomy Fear That She Was the Vic- 
tim of Leprosy. 


Lillian Vickers, whose home is at No. 


624 West Twenty-eighth street in this 
city, was burned to death yesterday 
at Bryn Mawr College, Pa., where she 
has been a student. 

The news first came in a telegram 
from the dean of the college to her 
parents here, saying that the girl had 
been badly burned, and that the worst 
was feared. A little later another dis- 
patch announced her death. 


The horrible particulars were re-/| 


ceived in a special dispatch to The 
Times, as follows: 


“Miss Lillian Vickers, student at) 


Bryn Mawr College, whose home was 
in Los Angeles, was so badly burned 


y , 
Youch for the fol- in a bathroom in the college hall at 


‘an early hour this morning that: she 
died at 1 o'clock this afternoon. The 
young woman feared that she was a 
victim of leprosy, and was rubbing her 
skin with alcohol, when it became ig- 
nited in some unknown manner and in 
@ moment her clothing was abiaze. 
Medical assistance was promptly sum- 
moned, but when physicians arrived 
Miss Vickers was unconscious from the 
terrible burns. The flames had been 
beaten out, but not before the skin 
was charred to a crisp. The girl was 
taken to her room, and everything 
possible was done to alleviate her suf- 
ferings. Her aunt, who resides in this 
city, was sent for and she at once hur- 
ried to the bedside of her niece. Miss 
Vickers lingered for about five hours.” 

Miss Vickers was about 22 years old, 
and this was her third year in Bryn 
Mawr. She spent her summer vaca- 


. tion at Terminal, where her father had 


a cottage, and was a feature of the 
social life of the place. She was one 
of five sisters. 

Her family were ignorant of her fears 
concerning leprosy. All her letters had 
been cheery and full of hope and Mfe. 
She was doing well in her studies, and 
seemed to have everything to live for. 

Her sister, Miss Anna Vickers, is 


now in Stanford and has been tele- 


ed to come home. Miss Filor- 
ence Vickers is abroad, and will not. be 
able to get home Ontil after the 
funeral. 
Her father, J. B. Vickers, who is a 
cattle dealer, has telegraphed to have 
the body embaimed and shipped West.

OUNCIL WILL FAVOR 
SCHOOL-BOND ELECTION. 
FINANCE COMMITTEE FINDS NEED 
FOR MORE SCHOOLS. 


Friendly Suit to Be Brought to De- 
termine Whether the City Has the 
Right to Issue Other Than Water and 
Sewer Bonds at the Present Time. 


Realizing the need of additional 
echool facilities in Los Angeles, the 
Council will vote on Monday to call a 


special election, at which two issues of } 


school bonds, aggregating $700,000, will 
be submitted to the: people. Such, at 
least, was the decision reached yester- 
d@ay morning at the meeting of the Fi- 
Rance Committee. : 

Of necessity, this step will, be pre- 
liminary to a friendly suit to determine 
whether the city has the right to vote 
the bonds. It has never been deter- 
mined just‘' how much bonded indebt- 
edness the city can carry under the 
provisions of the city charter. When 
the $200,000 school bond issue was voted 
in 1899, the matter was taken to the 
Supreme Court, but a flaw was found in 
the draft of the election ordinance that 
gave the court a pretext for deciding 
the case on a technicality. 

President W..J. Washburn and W. A. 
Henry ard B. F. Hard appeared be-. 
fore the Finance Committee yesterday 
to explain the great need for more 

and the plans of the 
Board of Education for the investment 
of the money. Voters will be given a 
chance to pass on the High School 
proposition entirely apart from the pro- 
posed issue for common schools, as 
there is e doubt whether such a 
large of bonds would be sanc- 
tioned if the opportunity was not given 
to pass separately on the two propo- 
sitions, 

It is the intention of the Board of Ed- 
_ Weation to use the money only as it is 
actually needed, and to this end the 
Council is asked to specify bonds that 
can be sold from time to time, in blocks 
to meet the réquirements of the edu- 
cational department. By so doing, that 
part of the issue that is not needed at 
once can jie unusued in the city -treas- 
. ury, and the taxpayers will not be com- 
pelied to pay interest on it. 

Owing to the legal points involved, it 
is impossible to prognosticate when 
the election will be held. If present 
plans are followed, the Councii will 
vote that fhe special election be called, 
and a temporary restraining order to 

rent the city from holding the elec- 
tfon will be sought in the Superior 
Court. A decision on demurrer will be 
secured, and the case at once appealed 
to.the State Supreme Court for final 

udication.

w ral In making its decision, 
the Supreme Court evaded the point at 
issue entirely, and so the ground will 
have to be gone over again. Consider- 
able time is usually required to get a 
ease before the Supreme Court, under 
the most favorable circumstances, and 
therefore the Board of Education is 
anxious that everything possible be 
done to expedite matters, so that the 
money may be available for use next 
vacation, should it transpire that the 
bonds can be voted. 

The question regarding the right of 
the city to vote the bonds arises from 
conflicting interpretations of the sec- 
tion of the charter concerning the in- 
debtedness of the city, which says: 

“The indebtedness of the city must 
not exceed, in the aggregate, the sum 
of $2,000,000; any debt or liability in- 
curred in violation of this section, ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided, whether 

borrowing money, loaning the credit 

the city or otherwise, is null and 
void, and of no effect; provided, thar 
for the purpose of acquiring or estab- 
lishing a system of waterworks for sup- 
plying the inhabitants of the city with 
water, or of establishing and construct- 
a system for the collection and dis- 
tribution of the sewerage of the city, 
a further indebtedness may be incurred 
by the issue of bonds for that purpose, 
under the provisions of the Constitu- 
tion and general laws.” 

At first sight this passage of the 
charter seems to be perfectly clear in 
its provisions, but the attorneys for the 
bond buyers have found a legal point 
upon which the City Attorney refuses 
to give an opinion, and which the 
astute judges of the Superior Court say 
is worthy of attention from the high- 
est court In the State. 

Recently the city issued $2,000,000 in 
water bonds. Prior to the water-bond 
election there was outstanding against 
the city about $1,000,000 in tunnel, 

and other bonds. The bonded 
indebtedness of the city is now about 
$3,000,000. question at issue 
whether the city, when the total tfn- 
debtedness is in excess of $2,000,000 
has the right to issue bonds for schools,

John D. Pope, Esq., appeared for the 
Los Angeles-PacifiCc company, and 
Frank J. Thomas, Esq., represented 
the Traction company. Their debate 
was marked by an interchange of 
pleasantries and good-humored ban- 
tering that caused many a smile in the 
crowded committee-room. 

Attorney Pope stated that the two 
companies entered into en nt 
on November 17, 1896, whereby the 
Traction company was to deed to the 
Los geles-Pacific company an undi- 
vi half interest in the franchise 
and tracks of its road on Hill street 
from Fourth to Eighth street, and on 
Sixteenth street from Georgia to Bush 
street in return for a similar conces- 
sion from the Los Angeles-Pacific 
company covering its route on Hill 
street from Eighth to Sixteenth, and 
on Sixteenth street from Hill to Georgia 
etreet, and on Fourth street from Hill 
to Spring street. 

“In consideration of the agreement 
made by Manager W. 8S. Hook of the 
Traction company, E. P. Clark and 
Gen. M. H. Sherman of the Los An- 
geles-PacifiCc company withdrew a 
frachise application which was then 
pending before the Council,” said At- 
torney Pope, “and agreed to abide by 
the agreement that was then made. 
The papers were put in escrow, and it 
was undersiood thatthe deeds would 
be forthcoming. The Traction company, 
however, failed to keep its part of the 
egreement, and after five years of en- 
deavor to secure the exchange 
deeds, we have appeared before the 
Council to press ghe franchise conces- 
wes before the Council in 


Attorney Pope then explained the 
effect of a franchise on Sixteenth 
Street from Georgia to Hope street, 
asked by the Traction compa.ny ana 
aszerted that it was sought in an en- 
deavor to make the Traction franchise 
cover more than five  biocks. The 
franchise begins at the intersection of 
Sixteenth and Georgia streets, and runs 
on Sixteenth street to Hope street, on 
Hope to Pico street, on Pico to Hill 


‘street, and nerth on Hill street to 


Fighth street, there joining the fran- 
chise now held by the Traction com- 


pany. 

“If the Traction company should,ob- 
tain. that franchise,’ declared Attorney 
Pope, “it would shut the Los Angeles- 
Pacific company out of a legal outlet 
for its.cars. We could not operate at 
all unless by permission of the Trac- 


‘thon company.” 


A different Interpretation was put 
on the matter by Attorney Thomas, 
when he had a chance to explain his 
position to the board. He said that the 
Traction company entered into the 
agreement under the advise of a fore 
mer lawyer for the company, and that 
it was subsequently found that the 
agreement could not legally be carried 
out. 

‘“The- Traction Company has no de- 
sire to interfére with the cars of the 
Los Angeles-Pacific line,” declared the 
attorney. “Our franchise application 
was merely made to protect our own 
interests and to meet the franchise ap- 
plication made by the Los Angeles- 
Pacific Company. We are willing to 
give the company a lease for the life 
of our franchise, and to accept a sim- 
llar lease from the Los Angeles-Pacific 
Company, but we cannot legally give 
a deed to a half-interest in the track 
because that would invalidate our title. 

“When Manager Hoox entered into 
that agreement he believed that it 
couki be legally consummated. It was 
thought that the trust deed could be so 
worded that no trouble would be ex- 
perienced in disposing of the bonds 
with the provision included. Such was 
not the case. The bond buyers ob- 
jected to the deeding of a part of the 


track, and it was found impossible to 


comply with the terms of the agree- 
ment. 

“No harm was done the Los Angeles- 
Pacific Company, and none is now in- 
tended. The Traction Company does 
not wish to build a car line on Ho 
street. We only made the application 
because forced to do so. If the Las 
Angeles-Pacific Company will with- 
draw its application for a _ franchise 
now, I will withdraw mine, and I be- 
lieve that some amicable arrangement 
can be reached.

TO ORANGE COUNTY. 


JUDGE BALLARD TO DETERMINE 
LEGALITY OF WATER BONDS. 


Prejudice Averred Against Los Angeles 
County Judges and Allen Thinks it 
Would Be Indelicate for Him to Try 
Meddier's Latest Suit. 


S. A. Waldron, the unabatable nul- 
sance, who has begun so much disquiet- 
ing litigation against the city’s $2.000.- 
000 issue of water bonds, has been 
shipped off to Orange county with his 
latest suit, together with his shameless 
bedfellows, ©“. M. Hansen, bsq., 
Sherman Page, Esq. The lawsuit re- 
ferred to is against City Treasurer W. 
H. Workman and City Auditor E. Un- 
ger and the city as a municipal cor- 
poration to enjoin the Auditor from ap- 
proving and the Treasurer from deliv- 
ering the bonds to the New York pur- 
chasers, on the ground thag they are 
unconstitutional, awing to the alleged 


invalidity of the city charter and cer- 


tain irregularities in the proceedings at- 
tendant upon their issue. 

The city’s demurrer to Waldron’s 
complaint was to have been argued 
before Judge Allen yesterday, but he 
refused to hear it and transferred the 
case to Orange county. 

An affidavit averring that Judge Allen 
is biased, inasmuch as he is a city 
property owner and taxpayer, was filed 
by the Waldron outfit, to which excep- 
tion was taken by Deputy City Attor- 
ney Goudge, on the ground that it was 
insufficient showing to warrant a 
change of venue. This point, however, 
was not settled, because Judge Allen 
was of the opinion that the case should 
be transferred, regardless of the affi- 
davit or its value. 

“Whatever prejudice has been averred 
against me,” said Judge Allen yester- 
day, “can also be raised about any of 
the other Superior Judges of the county 
(they all own property in this city,) so 
that they cannot be called in to try 
this case. In fact, it would be indelj- 
cate in a matter involving such im- 


portant issues, to preside against the 


exp wishes of one of the parties. 
Now they cannot agree themselves 
upon any judge who might be called 
in, nor upon any county to which this 
case might be transferred. Therefore, 
the order of this court will be that the 
case be transferred to Orange county, 
the nearest county and the most ac- 
cessible to both parties.” 

Judge Ballard of Orange county is 
therefore billed to hear the case on de. 
murrer, and with him rests the deter- 
mination of the legality of the bonds. 


LILLIAN GOES FREE. | 
 INSANTTY PLEA ACQUITS. 

Lillian Wilson—only that isn’t the 
poor girl's real nmame—was acquitted 
yesterday of the felonious crime of 
stealing bicycles, and so overjoyed 
was her sister, a San Diego woman, 
that she fainted in the courtroom just 
after the jury had returned its verdict. 

It is a sac case of crime from tem- 
porary insanity. 

Miss Wilson came to Los Angeles 
during the latter part of Aukust from 
San Diego, where live her parents, and 
immediately began to ride away with 
ladies’ bicycles, until the police foiled 
her and put her in jail. She has been in 
the County Jail since September 11.

Educators Talk it at 
Convention. 


Finish Their Work and 
Have Banquet. 


J. B: Millard: of Los Angeles 
Elected President—Wili . 
- Visit Mount Lowe. 


Yesterday saw the close of the fenth 
annual meeting of the Southern Cali- 
fornia Teachers’ Association. 

There was no “zip, bah, boom” to the 
finish. It was just sensibly talked out 
to the end, and shoved off into a recol- 
lection. 

The forenoon was devoted to three 
meetings, in sections—primary, gram- 
mar and high schools, and at 1:30 
o'clock the last general session was 
held in Simpson Auditorium. 

PRESIDENT JORDAN TALKS. 

“The time is coming,” said President 
Jordan of Stanford, at the opening of 
his address on “Higher Education:” 
the time is coming when aman without 
a college education will net amount to 
anything, end there won't be room 
for any other.” . 

The eminent speaker traced the ori- 
gin of schools back to the time when, 
for gain, one lawyer taught another 
the profession, and so on through other 
callings. 

“We are rapidly working toward a 
higher education than Germany, and 
after Germany I don't that trere 
1. any other country we need consider. 

“Whatever I may have to say on the 
stuuy of the higher branches in the 
high school. I do not want to say one 
word against Greek.” 

This expression on the part of Dr. 
Jordan is in direct confliet with that of 
Huge K. Schilling of ,Berkeley, who 
advocated dropping Gfeek from the 
hi school. 

. Jordan facetiously divided stu- 
dents in:io three classes, ac follows: 

“The ‘digs —who graduate at the 
head of the class, and are never heard 
because the prizes are 
us ered 
to fothing.

OVER THE COFFEE. 
SCHOOLMASTERS’ CLUB. 

Wit and wisdom flowed untrammeled 
at the banquet given by the Schooi- 
masters’ Club last night at 
Woman's Club House. About 100 merm- 
bers of the profession sat at the tables, 
among them being several distin- 
guished educators, who were present as 
honorary guests of the organization, 
and who conspired to make the occa- 
sion a feast of good things intellectual. 

College songs were sung and a jovial 
evening was spent. The banquet hall 
was handsomely decorated with holly 
And smilax, and carnations adorned the 


tables. 
The first speaker introduced by the 
toastmaster, W. Tritt, was Df. 


David Starr Jomlan, who responded to 
the toast, “Higher Education in Cali- 
fornia.” His remarks were in a hu- 
morous in, and were frequently 
punctured With laughter and applause. 
In introducing his subject he said: 
“Ten years ago, when a new univer- 
sity was suggested for California, 4 
New York paper, commenting editor- 
jally, said that there was about as much 
need for another university on this 
Coast as there was of an asylum for 
decayed seamen in Switzerland. But 
now the schoo!ts are full amd must turn 
applicanis away. The pressure on Cal- 
ifornia young men and women toward 
higher education is greater here than 
in any other State in the Union. 

“Tl wish to plan out the new univer- 
sity that is to be on this Coast and 
predict what it will be. Im the first 


‘the 


the. 


university here. Sound ideas must pre- 
vail in its organization, and the first 
essential is a large and competent 
faculty—I should say of a hundred 
members. They should be men who are 
original investigators in their lines of 
work, every one of them knowing some 
truth that he has found out for him- 
self and hasn't taken at second hand. 
They should know how to teach, as 
many of the profession do not. 

‘There should be no student in this 
future institution, or any other who 
will da it more harm than it will do 
him good. 

‘There should be freedom of learning 
in this new university. -and also free- 
dom of teaching. That does not mean 
that it will be so unlicensed as to ad- 
mit of fantastic methods, but broad- 
gauge and progressive. 

“Too much time should not be spent 
on advanced work. In a university the 
collegiate work is the great essential, 
and the graduate work should be de- 
voted to original investigation. 

“The teachers should know the stu- 
dents and their characters, for a mul- 
titude of students means a dilution of 
the faculty.” 

Thomas P. Bailey, Jr.. of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago responded to the 
toast, “In FEssentigis, Unity,” and 
in part: “If I were to prophesy what 
the future development of thought will 
be, I should say that it will be along 
lines of individual development, 
and the coming philosophy will be the 
philosophy of doing. We _ will then 
have the science of sciences—the know!l- 


edge of the underlying principles of 


human existence—which will not be a 
metaphysical system, but the science 
of man. It will be a philosophy that 
integrates, not differentiates, as the 
old philosophical systems do; it will be, 
in short, the science of man. 

“The coming philorophy will be a 
concrete philosophy of life, which w 
be full of humanity, full of meant 
and not deduced, as the old systems 
were, from the inner consciousness, nor 
fram metaphysical abstractions, to 
which a train of syllogistic logic has 
been applied.

“The average young man,” haid he, 
“who starts in the profession of teach- 
ing will be more useful in the grade 
work than in the higher paths of educa- 
tion. He will aleo be more contented, 
for those who are successful in higher 
education are not a great body. There 
is .a morbid tendency among ambitions 
young teachers to crowd into the higher 
paths and are satisfied with a bare 
pittance for their labors. There is a 
large proportion of college professors 
who-are unmarried, and the reason is 
that they cannot afford to. This should 
not be, for a knowledge of the family 
relation is essential in the development 
of a good teacher. 

“The power exerted by a grade 


meaningful teaching than of a 
teacher in the eighth grade. 

“As a rule, the profession of teach- 
ing narrows one. So many mental 
problems coming up for solution seem 
to detract from their human sympa- 
thies, and they became pedantic and 
without much knowledge of mankind 
as a whole.

Other firms report a similar growth of 
business. 

The frost having killed most of the 
plants in the lowlands, vegetables will 
rule high for two or three months to 
come. 

The meat market is also on the up- 
grade, butchers say on account of the 
scarcity of beef cattle and hogs.

A large amount 
of syrup has been stored in the new 
tanks, which will have to lie over uptil 
next season, in order that it may ecrys- 
tallize before it can be converted into 
sugar.

BY ELECTRIC CAR. 


G. A. DUNFORD MET DEATH ON 
SIXTEENTH STREET. 


Tried to Cross Tracks in Front of a 
Santa Monica Car, but Was Struck 
and His Head Crushed—Motorman not 
Blamed. 


George A. Dunford, a repair man in 
the employ of the Edison Electric 
Company, was struck by a Santa Mon- 
ica electric car at Sixteenth and Hoover
